Apparently the Nelson and Rodney, named after Britain’s two 
greatest naval heroes, led a squadron of cruisers and destroyers 
to the Reggio d| Calabria region and turned loose salvo after 
salvo. 
The sea bombardment came into conjunction with a 
blistering new aerial attack which severed vital supply and com­ 
munication lines, gutted axis airfields, and reduced to ruins key 
supply depots along the battered mainland. Highlight of the air

LONDON. Sept. 1—(AP)—The 
Russian army pounded its way 
westward today on three sep* 
arate fronts» in a tremendous 
offensive which threatened to 
crush the entire German defen­ 
sive system in the east. 
Moscow, celeb rating its second 
and third major victories within 
two days, announced that; (1) 
Soviet forces in the north have 
driven to within 45 miles of the 
b ig nazi b ase at Smolensk; (2) 
on the central front two Russian 
column.s have penetrated 40 miles 
into the fertile Ukraine; (3) on 
the south Cossacks and tank units 
ai-e 
methodically 
stamping 
out 
the remnants of the Taganrog 
garrison after capturing that city 
and are driving on toward the in­ 
dustrial center of Stalino and the 
Azov seaport of Mariupol. 
The triple victories all took 
place within a day b ut news of 
the successes on the central and 
northern front were held b ack b y 
the soviet high command to give 
Moscow an unprecedented two- 
day celeb ration. 
Major Catastrophe Looms. 
In the north a drive on a 30- 
mile front from Spas Uemensk to 
Yelnya, whose fall was announced 
yesterday, threatened the nazis 
with one of the major catastro- 
phies of the summer campaign 
b ecause it b rought the red army 
within striking distance of the 
city of Smolensk, chief German 
operational headq uarters for the 
whole northern Russia area.

Vitriolic Words Used.
